AT FEVER HEAT. 


The Boulanger Campaign in the 
Department. du Nord. 


Enthusiastic Meetings in Support 
of the General’s Candidacy. 


Rumors as to Boulanger’s Intentions—A 
Caucus of the Orleans Family—The Agi- 
tation in Germany in Favor ef Prince 
Bismarck—Condition of the German Em- 
perer—Goschen’'s Financial Policy—Cer- 
tain Taxes Condemned — Wreck of a 
French Steamer—The Russian Civil Serv- 
ice Examination—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpown, April 18.—There is stil! nothing but 
Boulanger and Bismarck in the European pa- 
pers. Reports from the Department du Nord 
show that the electoral campaign there has 
reached fever heat. Meetings are being heid 
everywhere, and they are generally attended 
by scenes of excitement and turbulence with 
u vast amount of noise, the singing of the 
‘*Revenant de la Revue’’ and wild interrup- 
tions. The current seems to be running 
steadily in the direction of Gen. Boulanger. 
The bulk of his vote will be cast by the Bona- 
partists, who of themselves are in 
a majority in the department. He is 
also supported by the. Radicals as 
a body and by a certain sections 
of the Socialists. The opposition to him 
has crystaliized around what is known as 
the Opportunists, but probably contains a 
good many Legitimist Orleanists, in odd con- 
junction with the larger and ultra wing of ihe 
Anarchists. Every Boulangist speech is made 
up of equalarts of eulogy of Gen. Boulanger 
and attacks on M. Jules Ferry. These latter 
never fail to be received with deafening yells 
of A bas le Tonkfhnois!’’ A study of these 
speeches and popular interjections help to 
solve the problem why Gen. Boulanger is so 
much stronger in rural France than in Paris. 
The country is deeply interested in the army, 
which annually drains off the pick of its 
sons, and hates Jules Ferry because he sent 
these sous to 

DIE AND SUFFER IN ASIA, 

while it loves Gen. Boulanger because he, as 
Minister of War, tried to make their military 
service more comfortable. Busy, volatile 
Paris does not specially miss those of its 
children who are drafted off into the ranks or 
pay special heed to them when they return. 
But it is different in villages and on farms. 
Nothing is talxed of in French political circles 
but Sunday’s election aad what will follow its 
expected result. There are all sorte of rumors 
of Gen. Boulanger’s intention, the most cir- 
cumstantial of which is that he will 
take a place in the Chamber, make 
a speech demanding a dissolution of 
the Chambers and a revision of 
the Constitution, and then resign and stand 
for the next vacancy, repeating these tactics 
till a dissolution is forced, wen he will run in 
every department and secure a popular vote 
which will amount toa plebiscite. Already in 
various departments 230,000 votes have been 
cast for him. The Deparynent du Nord will 
raise this to nearly 400,00. All this bas sud- 
denly become gravely ominous for the Ke- 
public. 

The Count of Paris was in London to-day. I 
understand that there is going to be a family 
conclave of the Orleans family at Twickenham 
on Sunday, to settie the attitude of the 
Princes toward Gen. Boulanger, andI am in- 
formed that it will be attended by a man who 
has close relations with Gen. Boulanger and is 
in his confidence. 

THE BOULANGER CAMPAION. 

Paris, April 13.—Political meetings were 
held at Turcoing and Armentieres, Depart- 
ment of the Nord, last night, and in both cases 
the disorder was 80 great that the speakers 
could not be heard. At a meeting at Mau- 
beuge, in the same department, it was unan- 
fmously resolved to support Gen. Boulanger. 
The party of the Extreme Left sought in vain 


to secure the adoption of a resolution in favor 


of the Radical opponents of Gen. Boulanger. 

M. Spuller, Minister of Public Instruction 
in the late Cabinet, in an article in the e- 
publique Francaise says since Gen. Boulanger 
has declared his intention to force a duel 
with Parliament the latter should accept the 
charge; and since it is evident that the 
Boulanger agitation is not merely superficial, 
but an organized attack upon the country’s 
institutions, itis the duty of the Cabinet to 
propose to the Chambers for adoption such 
legislation as is necessary for the protection 
and defense of the Republic.

BISMARCK AND THE KAISER. 


The Agitation in Favor of the Chancelier 
Causing Comment. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Beri, April 13.—Prince Bismarck has not 
won his fight. This is evident from the 
fact that he gives no word of rebuke to his 
infatuated partisans of Breslau, Leipsic and 
Dresden who are holding meetings and circu- 
lating petitions asking the Kaiser on no ac- 
count to lose the services of the Chancellor. 
Such an agitation is as unworthy of the great 
man as it is unheard of in a monarchical coun- 
try. It is noteworthy that the National Lib- 
eral party is foremost in this undignified 
work. There are no trustworthy accounts of 
the progress of the dispute inside the palace 
of Charlottenburg, but there isa growing de- 
net that Bismarck will get the worst of the 
contest and a well defined rumor that Prince 
Hohenlohe, Stadtholder of Alsace-Lorraine, 
has been offered the post of Chaneelior in suc-

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peror’s throat without causing him any pain. 

The Emperor 
passed a good night. He rose at half past 7 
this morning, and later received Minister Von 
Puttkamer and others, who made verbal re- 
ports.

GOSCHEN’S FINANCIAL POLICY, 


Proposed New Taxes Condemned—The Copye 
right Law—Literary Chat. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Nispatch. 
LONDON, April 13.—The attacks on Gos- 
chen’s financial policy increase in severity. 
The proposed new taxes are strongly con- 
demned by many on his own side in politics, 
especially the taxes on locomotion. It now 
appears likely to incur considerable III will 
on the partofthe large and important class 
who have been induced to accept the new re- 
duced congols in exchange for the 8 per cents. 
Yesterday was the last day for dissenting to 
the proposed change, although a period of 
grace is allowed to holders or trustees whe 


happen to be abroad. 80 far the 
holders of £450 ,000, 000 sterling out 
of £559,000,000 have signified their 


assent. The moment they have done 
so the new stock falls to par and it is thought 
it will fall still further.

THE COPYRIGHT CONTROVERSY. 

Lewis Morris, author of the epic poem

He admits that it 
seems ungracious to look too narrowly at the 
terms of the proposed settiement, but consid- 
ers that such a settlement must be reciprocal, 
and what America does for England, England 
must do for America.

THE 'FRISCO ENGINEERS, 


PROSPECT OF AN AMICABLE ADJUSTMENT 
OF PRESENT DIFFERENCES.

A Demand for a Uniform Wage Scale and 
the Abolition of the Classification of 
Engineers—Manager Morrill Grants the 
Demands, Coupled With a Ocenditien 
Which Knocks Out the Men—Ne Danger 
of a Strike—The Men+Holding Oat by 
Arthur’s Orders.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 18.—The engineers 
of the Frisco road, on Wednesday night late, 
made a demand upon the company for an im- 
mediate adjustment of certain alleged differ- 
ences between themselves and the company. 
The Grievance Committee, consisting of one 
member from each division of the Brother- 
hood of the road, made the demand upon Gen- 
eral Superintendent D. II. Nichols, 
and he at once communicated with U. I. 
Morrill, General Manager, at 86. Louls, and 
that gentleman arrived here yesterday morn- 
ing by special car. In the afternoon a con- 
ference was held with the engineers, Two 
years ago the engineers of the road madea de- 
mand upon the company for pay under what 
is known as the run system. The company after 
delay acceded tothe men’s demand, and since 
that time they have been pald by the trip, the 
road being divided into five ‘‘run’’ divisions, 
viz.: St. Louis to Newberg, Newberg to 
Springfield, Springfield to Peirce City and 
Peirce City west and south through Kansas 
and Arkansas. No set of men were appar- 
ently bettér satisfied,and at no time have they 
given the road the slightest intimation that 
they had a grievance againstthem. Yester- 
day, when Manager Morrill and Super- 
intendent Nichole met the Grievance 
Committee, they had laid before them 
a demand for an entire reconstruction of the 
pay system of the road. The men asked a 
uniform wage scale on a basis of 4% cents per 
mile and the abolition of the classification of 
engineers. The last clause was put in to 
secure new engineers the same pay received 


by old — 47 the company having hereto- 
fore paid a new man 25 per cent less for the 
first year. This was done after a careful cal- 
culation that a new man cost the company on 
engines burnt out and disabled at least 
$1,000 per year. Manager Morrill and Col. 
Nichols acceded to the demands ef the com- 
mittee, and anew wage schedule was drawn 
in accordance with the views of the commit- 
tee. The classification of engineers was abol- 
ished, and the engineers then stated that the

THE BOARD OF HEALTH CLOSELY INVESTI- 
GATING CERTAIN VIOLATIONS. 


* Failure of Practitioners to Report Births 
* Will Result in Prosecutions in the Police 
Courts—Street Reconstruction — Water- 
Works Contracts—Street Sprinkling Be- 
gan—Municipal Matters. 


2 The Board of Health is discussing the in- 
* stitution of proceedings against @ large num- 
ps ber of midwives and physicians who have 
failed to report births as provided for by ordl- 
mance. For several years the Health Depart- 
ment has aimed to collect the vital sta- 
tistice with accuracy, but little notice has 
heretofore been paid by some of the doctors 
and thidwives to the regulations regarding the 
reporting of births. Last year nearly eleven 
thousand births were reported. A few years 
ago only two thousand births were annually 
reported. Notwithstanding this increase it is 
estimated that at present not more than 85 per 
cent of the births are reported. The Board 
will proceed under Article XVIII. of the city 
ordinances. Its provisions are ag follows: 

The Health Commissioners shall pro- 
efor the registration of all births and deaths oc- 


curring within the city of St. Louis, and for that

The pu of these sections is to facilitate 
the compliation of vital statistics, and also 
to give the department information which 
would be ef service in preventing crime. 
By comparisons between the death and 
birth records the Health Commissioner 
can, in many instances, at his own office, 


collecs the evidence to support a 
rosecution for the violation of 
he ordinances. Several persons who 


are registered as practitioners under the State 
law and city ordinances have failed to comply 
withthelaw. Alisuch offenders will shortly 
be proceeded against in the police courts. 


More Reconstruction.

FOR THE DEFENSE. 


TESTIMONY TAKEN IN THE FOTHERINGHAM 
DAMAGE SUIT TO-DAY. 


Judge Thayer Refuses to Instruct the Jury 
to Return a Verdict for the Defense— 
Wittrock’s Facial Peculiarities—Haight 
Been in Fotheringham’s Car in August 
Before the Robbery— The Conductor’s 
Story. 


At the close of Mrs. Roote's testimony yes - 
terday in the suit of David 8. Fotheringham 
vs. the Adams Express Company for dam- 
ages. the plaintiff's counsel introduced the 
contents of the trunk which Fotheringham 
had in the express company’s dormitory on 
Spruce street, and from which Robert A. 


Pinkerton, the detective, had taken a 
number of letters. Some of the letters 
which Mr. Pinkerton did not take were 


read by Thomas B. Harvey of counsel 
for Fotheringham. They were from the 
plaintiff’s mother and were full of expressions 
of affection. Atthe close of the reading the 
testimony for the plaintiff ended and H. P. 


Laughlin asked the Court to give the follow- | 


ing instructions to the jury: 

Under the evidence the plaintiff cannot re- 
cover in this case on any one of the counts or 
causes of action in this petition alleged, and 
as to each and all of the counts the jury are 
directed to return a verdict for the defend - 
dants. 

JUDGE THAYER 
refused the instruction and also re- 
fused to give instructions similar in 
form on each of the causes of action alleged in 
the petition. 

This morning the hearing of testimony for 
the defense was begun. Judge Brewer sitting 
with Judge Thayer listened to the morning 
testimony. 

E. PF. Cochennour of Olney, III., a messen- 
gerforthe Southern Express Company run- 
ning to Cairo, was in the fall of 1886 in 
the employ of the Adams Ezpress Company 
running to Henderson, Ky. On the night of 
October 25, 1886, he hada conversation with 
Fotheringham inthe latter's car. The wit- 
ness asked how Fotheringham liked his run 
on the Frisco.

A BRUTE FINISHED.

Frerecvs Fatis, Minn., April 13.—Holong 
slept well last night, ate a good breakfast and 
was very cool, The Deputy Sheriff says he 
displayed more nerve than any man he ever 
saw. The death warrant was read at 1:45 and 
be was hanged shortly after 2 o’clock. 

HOLONG’S CRIME, 

Nelson Holong was convicted of murdering 
Mise Lilly Field, a crime which has scarcely 
heen equaled tn the horribleness of its details. 
jt was committed on the 27th of last May. Miss 


Field, a young girl of 16, lived with her mother 
and brothers in the township of St. Olof, 
about fifteen miles from Fergus Falls. 


Holoneg was their hired man, an in- 
ofensive-looking Norwegian of about 28 
years. On the day mentioned, Mrs. Field 
end her eldest son came to Fergus Falls, 
jeaving Lilly and a younger brotber of about 
ears at home with the hired man. Lilly 
went to work about the house, performing 
such work as her mother had left for her to 
do, At 100’ciock Holong came in and sent 
the young ~ 4 over to a neighbor on an 
errand, telling bim that he might remain and 
play. When he left Lilly was washing, and 
that was the last seen of heralive, When the 
boy came back after dinner Lilly and 
the hired man were — He went to 
the various neighbors, nt none had 
seen them. He went home and when night 
came fell asleep on the sofa. Here he was 
found by his mother and brother when they 
returned from Fergus Falls. They supposed 
that Lilly had gone to some of the neighbors 
and did not search for her that night. In the 
morning when Charles Field went out to do 
bischores and feed his stock he saw blood, 
which at once aroused his suspicions. He 
followed up the trail, which led toa small 
pasture where the hogs were ain Behind 
aclump of bushes he found the naked body of 
his sister, disemboweled and her flesh gnawed 
snd eaten by the hogs. Suspicion at once 
pointed to Holong. 

A posse of men started in pursuit, and the 
next morning he was found near Wendell 
ftation, some twenty miles from the scene of 
themurder, He at once admitted his guilt. 
Me claimed that they became engaged ina 
Bjuabble, and that be struck her and killed 
ber, and in orderto conceal his crime had fed 
ber body to the hogs, thinking they would eat 
her before she was found.

GOOD NEWS. 


Ex-Senator Conkling’s Condition Greatly 

Improved—The Doctor’s Statement. 
Nuw Tonk, April 13.—Another night of 
wholesome rest is placed on record for Mr. 
Conkling to-day. The patient only awoke 
twice during the night, and then only to doze 
off quickly again. Patient, doctors and at- 
tendants were all resting at 7a.m. Dr. Au- 
derton left the house at 7:30 o’clock 
and returned soon after 8 o' clock. 
When asked what the condition of Mr. 
Conkling was this morning he said: 
„Mr. Conkling rested well all night and 
slept quite as well as the night previous. He 
only awoke when called upon to take his med- 
lolne. At 8:15 Mrs. Conkling came down- 
stairs. There was a marked change for the 
better in her appearance. The faithful wife 
had also enjoyed a good second aight’s rest. 
Mrs. Conkling spoke hopefully about her hus- 
band. The doctors, she said, had spoken to 
her in the most encouraging manner with re- 
gard to Mr. Conkling’s condition. 

INOREASE OF FAVORABLE SYMPTOMS. 

The favorable symptoms in the patient’s 
condition continued to increase during the 
early morning. Mr. Conkling’s sleep was 
said to be of that kind which would be likely 
to recuperate, in some extent at least, the 
terrible waste of the disease in the last two 
weeks. No very definite hopes for his 
recovery are, however, expressed, nor 
been advanced at any 
time by the doctors. Dr. Auderton tolda re- 
porter this morning that the patient no longer 
walks the room ashe did two days ago. He 
gets up atintervals and moves around, but 
not in the same nervous and excited way that 
he formely did. 
„le has now passed out of the acute stages 
of the disease, said the doctor,“ and he does 
not suffer the pain that he did at first. He 
has taken more nourishment last night than 
on any previous night. The patient has not 
lost sixty pounds of flesh. He never had 
much spare flesh, but was always a very mus- 
cularman. He has a great fund of strength 
left even, but the fact is that his disease is not 
lu so acute a stage as it was. 
At 9:55 a. m. Dr. Barker issued the following 
bulletin: Mr. Conkling passed a good night. 
He slept well and his mind is clearer this 
morning. His pulse is 74 and his temperature 
99. 
Mr. Conkling spoke to Dr. Barker and shook 


hands with him when he entered the room. 
The doctor gives the chances of his recovery 
now as One to six. 

Dr. Barker issued the following bulletin at 


2:06 p. m.: 

“For che last two and a half hours Mr. 
Conkling has been sleeping quietly. This 
morning he walked around fora little bit. 
He has taken sixteen ounces of milk 
since 6 a. m., and there is a little yg yee 
since this morning. When Dr. Barker en- 
tered the sick room this afternoon Mr. Conk- 
ling woke up and recognized him, but im- 
mediately after went to sleep. 

DR. AGNEW’S ILLNESS. 
Dr. Agnew is still seriously ill with peri- 
thilitis, which is inflammation of the vermi- 
form appendix ofthe paecum. The cause is 
unknown. Strong hopes are entertained for 
his recovery. Dr. Sands, who performed the 
operation on Mr. 


Conkling, will to-day per- 
forman operation on Dr. Agnew, who was 
one of the consulting physicians in Mr. 
Conkling’s case. Dr. Sands said this morn- 
ing that Dr. Agnew ls much nearer to death 
than Mr. Conkling.

MAIL RBOBBEBY CASE THIS AFTERNOON. 


— 


Frank Erwin and Jerry Kane Discharged on 
the Evidence and Pat Kane Held in 
$1,000 Bond to Answer the Charge— The 
Testimony Taken Before Cemmissioner 
Bowman—Other News at the Other End 
of the Bridge. 


The preliminary examination of Frank 
Erwin and Jerry and Patrick Kane, on a 
charge of robbing the United States mail, was 
begun this morning before United States Com- 
missioner Frank B. Bowman in the City 
Court-room. The court-room was crowded 
with spectators, the case having excited great 
interest on account of the defehdants being so 
well known. 

The first witness put upon the stand was 
Mr. George H. Bradford, the cashier of the 
National Stock Yards Bank. Mr. Bradford 
identified most of the letters and all the 
checks found inthe pocketbook which was 
alleged to have been thrown into Cahokia 
Creek by the defendants, as those which he 
had placed in the Post - once on the 9th day of 
March. 

Nicholas Collins, who drives the mail from 
the Post-office to the depot, and Sam Buck- 
nell, Assistant Postmaster, were put on the 
stand to prove that the Post-office mail had all 
been delivered to Dan Hanifan, mail agent at 
the Relay. 

Mr. Hanifan was then called. He said he 
found by his report that the seven mail- 
pouches from the Stock Yards Post-office had 
been delivered to him on the 9th of March, but 
he could not swear that they were 
all sent out on the trains. The 


mall- room was frequently left open and un- 
guarded and it was possible that one of the 
pouches had either been opened or stolen 
while the room was un watched. He kept no 
record as to what pouches went 
out on the trains. Sometimes he has missed 
ouches, the C., B. & Q. pouch not being de- 
ivered to him on the day that the robber 
was said to have occurred, and a pouch whic 
ought to have gone to the Stock Yards yester- 
day not being received by him. 
OFFICER STACK e 
was the next witness called. He said that he 
and Sergt. Jeff Langley and Officer Parle had 


arrested the defendants last Sun- 
day for ‘‘canning’’ beer in * 
py Hollow. By *‘canning’’ 0 


explained that he meant buying beer and 
bringing it tothe hollow to drink. When he 
and his fellow officers came upon the crowd 
they were sitting down and making no dis- 
turbance. When they tried to arrest them the 
boys ran and they pursued them. He ad- 
mitted having discharged his revolver. 

Sergt. Langley was next called and his evi- 
dence as tothe arrest was substantially the 
same as Stack s. He had recognized Pat Kane 


and Frank Erwin in the crowd. After the 
boys had been locked up he heard 
interviews between each one of the 
defendants separately and Post-oftice 


Inspector Darbellary. He overheard the in- 
terviews, which took place in the Chief’s of- 
fice, by concealing himself ina cloak-room 
adjoining. All of the defendants de- 
nied their guilt. Pat Kane said he did 
not know anything about the pocket- 
book and had never seen it. Jerry Kane ad- 
mitted that the pocket-book belonged to his 
his brother Mike Kane and that he had at one 


time used it, but that about eight months 
ago his brother took it away from 
him and he bad not seen it since. 


When asked who found the pocket-book, the 
witness said that it had been turned over to 
the police by Charles Beadle, who said 
he had found it in the creek. 
The police knew nothing about its 
having been thrown there, until Beadle 
brought it to the station. After the defendants 
bad been locked up Post-office Inspector 
Darbellary had endeavored to get Jerry Kane 
to confess, but the latter denied all knowledge 
of the stolen drafts. 

Flora Cox, a young girl who lives in Happy 
Hollow, was next put upon the stand. Her 
testimony showed clearly that she 
was weak-minded. Her examination lasted 
nearly three-quarters of anhour. She first 
testified that she saw Erwin throw the pocket- 
book in the creek, and a minute afterwards 
admitted that she never knew Erwin, and was 


told to say it a" he by several men 
who came to ee her last Tuea- 
day. When asked if she had 


ever had any conversation with any one about 
the case, after acknowledging that men had 
come and talked with her about it, she said 
she had not. He testimony was so conflicting 
as to be utterly worthless. 

CHARLES BEADLE, 

was the next witness called. He stated that 
on last Sunday afternoon he was rowing in a 
skiff on Cahokia Creek, when he heard some 
one cry out that a pocket-book had 
been thrown inthecreek. He rowed down to 
the . N. trestie just below Cahokia 
bridge and there found the pocket-book and a 
number of drafts floating on the water. He 
fished them out and started to the police sta- 
tion with his find. On the way he met Officer 
Parle, to whom he showed the book. 
Parle said he thought it belonged toa stock- 
man named Matt Courtney and there was a re- 


ward of 310 for it. Parle asked him 
if he wouldn’t divide the reward 
with him. Witness was asked if 


he was not offered money to procure testi- 
mony against the defendants, bnt denied that 
such an olfer had been made him. 

MISS MATTIE BEADLE, 

a young lady niece of the finder 
of the pocketbook, was next called and gave 
the most important evidence against the de- 
fendants that was elicited. She said that on 
the night the book was found she had a con- 
versation with Patrick Kane on Cahokia 
bridge. 

‘*‘What was the nature of the conversa- 
tion ?’’ she was asked.

Proce WILIA u's recent speeech, hall - 
ing BisuManck as the de facto autocrat of 
Germany did not speak of him also as the 
head of the imperial family after the 
death of Emperor Wau. But it seems 


that BIsManck not only rules Germany 
but insists on exercising all the authority 
of an imperial grandfather over the mar- 
riage of Emperor FREDERICK’s daughter. 
The sick man, worried on the one hand by 
his wife, his mother-in-law and his 
daughter, on the other by his son and by 
Btsuanck andthe Czar, must soon sink 
under the strife over this Battenberg 


marriage. 


Gov. Hitt doubtless acted in good faith, 
but good intentions and good faith can- 
not put a good appearance upon sinister 
coincidences. When a contract is let to 
the highest bidder through the Governor’s 
influence, and the bidder sells it for a 
clean profit of $50,000, and it then appears 
that he indorsed the Governor’s campaign 
fund note for $20,000, and thatthis note was 
cashed by an indicted boodler now hiding 
from justice in Canada, such a conjunc- 
tion of circumstances cannot be pointed 
to with pride by the Governor’s party 
friends. It does not of itself suggest a 
prima facie explanation that is entirely 
satisfactory. If Gov. HILL has any such 
explanation in reserve he should not 


reserve it too long. 
; : 


Tun Supreme Court has decided that 
the police power of a State extends to the 
total prohibition of the manufact- 
ure or sale of liquors or oleomargarine 
within the State, and that such prohibi- 
tion is a matter of legislative discretion 
not subject to review by the courts. But 
the Supreme Court has also distinctly de- 
cided that this power cannot be exercised 
to the extent of obstructing inferstate 
commerce by preventing persons from 
importing the prohibited goods from an- 
other State and selling the same in the 
original packages. It is with prohibited 
oleomargarine as with prohibited beer or 
whisky. The citizen can import and sell 
either of them in the original packages in 
spite of State law. This makes pro- 
hibition ‘‘a game not worth the candle,“ 
unless allthe States unite in it or Con- 
gress lends a helping hand.

WHEN party committees make an effort 
to reform primary elections by proceed- 
ing under the statute enacted to protect 
such elections and prevent fraud therein 
it may be in the power of Recorder 
WILLIAMS to defeat their effort by depriv- 
ing them of any assistance from the lists 
of legal voters. But if he does so it will 
be of his own will,in the exercise of his 
own discretion, and not in obedience to 
law. When that primary statute was 
enacted the privilege of using copies of 
the registration lists in primaries had 
never been withheld, and it is obvious 
that the Legislature never dreamed of 
protecting primaries and preventing fraud 
therein without the aid of the registra- 
tion previously provided for bylaw. If 
there is no mandate of the law forbidding 
the copying cf the voting lists under 
proper precautions for use in primary 
elect or anything inthe law making 
it the Nor the Recorder to permit such 
copying, he cannot prevent it without 
putting himself in the attitude of wil- 
fully using his power under one law to 
prevent the operation of another.

which bore the AAA. trade-mark, hauled 
through the streets of Sheffield to the Court- 
house or Stipendiary's office. On another 
bond those were released and carted back 
to the works. Ail this was at the 
instance of one B. F. Chambers, an obscure 
manufacturer using Alasa trade-mark, and 
of whom Mr. Jordan never heard before. The 
case, at the request of Chambers, was twice 
postponed, and was finally set for trial last 
Monday, which resulted in dismissal.

A BREEZY CHAT. 


CHAUNCEY DEPEY SAYS HE IS NOT A 
STALKING HORSE FOR BLAINE 


-Blaine’s Chances for the Nomination—Con- 
ditions Under Which He Would Accept It 
—The Other Candidates—The Central La- 
ber Union Repudiates the United Labor 
Party—A Californian’s Opinion of the 
Stanford Boom. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drisraren. 

NEW YORK, April 13.—Chauncey M. Depew 
conversed in his breezy way yesterday about 
the rumor that he intended tocarry the New 
York delegation to Chicago and turn it over to 
Mr. Blaine at the proper time. ‘‘I have 
already reiterated the fact that I am not a can- 
didate for the Presidency,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
now I wish to state distinctly that I am not a 
stalking horse for Mr. Blaine. Iam making 
no effortto capture delegates, and have not 
interested myself atallin the selection of a 
single delegate. There is no foundation 
whatever for such a report. It is true that I 
am Mr. Blaine's friend. I have admired and 
advocated him for the Presidency for the past 
twelve years. Heisa very strong man and 
that strength is not confined solely to the 
Republican party. 

Do you think he will be nominated?’’ 

„If the State conventions are all as wild with 
enthusiasm for Mr. Blaine as those recently 
held in Vermont and Connecticut, it looks as 
if the Chicago Convention will nominate him. 
These conventions are strong indications of 
the drift of public sentiment. Mr. Blaine is as 
strong as he was in 1884, and would carry a 
large independent vote. He lost the Presi- 
dency by Burchard’s speech. I knowof two 
clubs with a membership of 800 that had 
Blaine badges and intended to vote for him 
until Burchard’s unfortunate utterance. I 


think the votes he lost by that three R’s 
speech would be for him now if he were re- 
nominated.’’ 

„Will Mr. Blaine accept a nomination?’’ 

That depends more upon the way his nom- 
ination is made. If it comes unanimously and 
spontaneously without any manipulation, I 
presume he would accept. But if there 1s 
anything like a contest don’t suppose he 
would consent to run.

The Central Labor Union Repudiates the 
United Labor Party.

NEW York, April 13.—The Central Labor 
Union, by a vote of 2% to6, on a vote by or- 
ganizations decided to repudiate the United 
Labor party. There was a misunderstanding 
as tothe place and onlyasmall number of 
delegates attended the meeving which had 
been called to consider the advisability of go- 
ing Into independent pol@ical actidn this fall. 
After Chairman Finkelstone called the meet- 
ing to order, Delegate Edward Conkling, of 
the Progressive lainters’ Union, introduced 
the following resolution, and the fun began: 


Whereas, Ataregular meeting of the Cen- 
tral Labor Union held in July, 1886, resolu- 
tions were adopted advising that political ac- 
tion was necessary to advance the interests of 
organized tabor; and, 

Whereas, A convention of the labor organi- 
zations was held at which a candidate for 
Mayor was nominated and 68,000 votes were 
polled in the name of United Labor; and, 

Whereas, Differences have arisen for which 
the Central Labor Union cannot be held re- 
sponsibie, and the movement so oye 
begun has fallen into disrepute and into the 
hands of the enemies of trade ana labor or- 
ganizations; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the delegates to the 
Central Labor Union, repudiate any connec- 
tion with the United Labor party, and the 
Central Labor Union cannot be heldrespon- 
sible for its action. 

The fun began at once, and there was a most 
animated debate, in which personalities were 
freely indulged. When a vote by organiza- 
tions was called 2 voted in favor of 
the resolution against. One of 
the voters in affirmative stated 
that he so voted for the purpose of 
moving a reconsideration at the next meeting 
of the Central Labor Union. There are 176 or- 
ganizations in good standing in the Central 
Labor Union. After this matter had been dis- 

osed of, Delegate Barr of the Tin and Sheet- 

ron Workers’ Union moved a resolution 
worded like the other with Progressive instead 
of United Labor party. The Chairman de- 
cided the motion out of order and an appeal 
was sustained. After a long and nolsy debate 
the question of going into independent poli- 
tics this fall was sent to the various unions to 
be voted on, with instructions to report three 
weeks from Sunday.

THE PIONEER PROHIBITORY STATE, 


Indications That Maine Will Soon Have a 
High-License Law. 


PORTLAND, Me., April 13.—It is predicted by 
those who have studied the growing senti- 
mentin Maine against prohibition that this 
State will have a high license law within three 
years and that the ‘‘Pioneer Prohibitory 
State’’ will withdraw the stringent re- 
strictions on the liquor trale which 
have made it famous. The recent defeat 


of Gen. Neal Dow, the ‘‘Father of Prohibi- 
tion,’’ in his racefor the Mayoralty of Port- 
land, is pointed to as a very significant dem- 
onstration that the people are sick and tired 
of Dow’s doctrines. When a prominent 
temperance advocate atthe head of both the 
Democratic and Prohibition regular tickets, 
not only fails ot election in his own city, but 
his nomination has the effect ot piling up 
au majority for the candidate represent- 
ing free rum and non-enforcement 
of the law double that whieh he ever received 
before, there is good ground for the high- 
license prediction. The movement against 
the liquor law has recently taken definite 
shape and a strong combination has been 
formed by those interested in — 4 — the 
present statutes. For some months the hotel 
een gp — and the restaurant-keepers have 
een organizing secretly to act in co-operation 
with the liquor dealers. Besides this a re- 
markable outgrowth of 
to the liquor law has. just come 
to the surface in the shape of 
a personal liberty society. Unlike the 
secret organizations of those who carry on 
the forbidden traffic the members of this 
society are prominent business and profes- 
sional men, and amo the number are 
several clergymen. While this society, as a 
matter of principle, and not of individual 
interest, alms at all laws which restrict per- 
sonal liberty, its special target is the liquor 


law. 

This society will exert a powerful influence 
in favor of high license which could not be 
brought to bear by the liquor dealers and is 
of itself a menace to the famous ‘‘Maine law. 
A prowess weakness in the ranks of the Pro- 
hibitionists also threaten a revoit among the 
farmers. The last Legislature accomplished

UNCERTAINTIES OF YACHT BUILDING. 


Great Difference in Speed Between Boats 
Apparently Identical. 


I noticed some days ago in the Post-Drs- 
PATCH an interview with a Mr. Hergnemann 
of Cincinnati in reference to the difficulty of 
building a hall with proper acoustic arrange- 


ments, said Mr. Alexander Wesson of 
New York to a PoST-DISPATCH report- 
er, and his statements . reminded 
me of what a yachting friend 


of mine once told me of the difficulty of 
building a fast sailing vessel. I have taken a 

eat deal of interestin yachting, and have 
alked a great deal with owners and builders, 
and their unlveral testimony is that until a 
trial is made no human being can tell whether 
a boat will be fast or slow. My friend built 
two schooners on exactly the same lines, with 


similar sail areas, the same kind of 
timber, and in fact the boats in eve meas- 
urement were exact counterparts. et one 


was buta mediocre vessel, while the other 
was phenomenally fast. After the great vic- 
tory of the America in England, at least halfa 
dozen vessels were built on her lines, not one 
of which proved fast, and r the 
Magic won the Queen’s cup in the race 
against the Engiish Cambria, three boats 
were constructed from the same model, not 
one of which proved a success. When the 
America was bought by English yachtemen it 
was feared that her beams would not stand the 
strain of the short, choppy seas, and sudden, 
sharp squalls of the channel, and it was 
determined to replace certain timbers with 
iron braces, weighing but little more, the 
test care being taken toavoidthe smallest 
alteration in the vessel’s lines. As soon as the 
iron beams were put in the speed of the boat 
was most seriously retarded, and she was 
beaten over and over again by second-rate 
boats. The wooden beams were replaced and 
the yacht was again peerless on the other 
side of the water. The experi- 
ence has been repeated over and 
over again, until it has become an acknowl- 
edged fact that no one can order a vessel to be 
built on the lines of another with any certainty 
at ail of its approaching its model in speed, 
chance playing a great part in the result.

Times. Hudson came up behind Norris and 
without warning = struck him in the 
head with a heavy iron bar, continuing the 
blows until Norrisfellto the ground. It ig 
feared his skull may be fractured and death 
may result. Norris was given no chance to 
defend himself. Theassault grew out of a 
very bitter quarrel, which has waged between 
the two Democratic papers here for some 
time. Lost month Hudson commenced four 
libel suits against Norris for sums 
reaching $52,000, and to-day followed them up 
with a murderous attack. During the assault 
not a word was spoken by either party, 
although the language used in both papers 
during their controversy was very severe. 
Sentiment is now entirely on the side of the in- 
ured man, and Hudson’s action, even by his 
riends, is denounced as extremely cowardly. 
Hudson has been arrested.

WasatIneTon, D. C., April 18.—United States 
Consul-General M. H. Phelan of Halifax, Nova 
scotia, is here, en route to his home in St. 
Louls. In speaking of the recently concluded 
fisheries treaty he said to the Post- DISPATCH 
correspondent last night: The advantages 
accruing tothe United States under the pro- 
visions of the new treaty have been greatly 


yoderestimated. New fishing grounds have 
been opened up to our fishermen and all 
doubts removed as to our right to avail our- 
eclvesof them. We are no longer fishing on 


gufferance. Under the existing treaty 
we cun only enter Canadian ports 
for food, water, shelter and 
repairs. Even then we are subjected to a dis- 


agrecable espionage. Under the new contract 
we are liable for no pilotage dues and at the 
same time enjoy the benefits of lighthouses 
end other safeguards to navigation, Our ves- 
sels can no longer be seized upon the 
trumped-up charge of‘hovering.’ We can now 
enter Canadian ports for fresh supplies, pro- 
visions, etc., saving the necessity for return- 
inghomeinthe midst of the fishing season. 
Our vessels can sell or transfer cargoes and 
can always enter the nearest port for anything 


they may lack. To my mind the Cana- 
Glaus have gained nothing. It may 
be said that the treaty might Zo 
further than it does, but it is certainly 


a vast improvement upon the existing agree- 
ment. Whileour fishermen may not be en- 
tirely satisfied, it would be a serious mat. 


ter, as they would quickly realize should 
the Senate reject the new convention. A 
convincing argument is the very general 


dissatisfaction expressed by Canadians with 
the provisions of this treaty. Without re- 
ard to party they are opposed to it. It is 
fice! „ however, to be ratified by those who 
are A duty bound to support the Govern- 
ment.

totally depraved. Iwould as soon associate 
with a leper as a creature guilty of such 
ractices.

MADE INTO FERTILIZERS. 


A Chemist’s Plan fer Disposing of Dead 
Bodies of Human Beings. 


1 By Telegraph to the Posr-Dtsraron. 
. PITTSBURG, Pa., April 13.—Dr. George Hay, 
; a chemist, advances a plan for the disposition 
‘ of the dead bodies of human beings. He ad- 
VYooates an economic distribution of the re- 
mains so that they may return to the elements 
as soon as possible, if for no other purpese 
than to furnish a fertilizer. Dr. Hay would 
puiverize the body with the aid of machinery. 


He says: The machine might be so contrived 
as to break the bones first in pieces the size of 
a hen egg. next into fragments the size of a 
marbie, and the mangled and lacer- 
ated mass could next de reduced 
by means of chopping machines and 
steam power to mincemeat. At this stage we 
have a homogeneous mixture ot the entire 
body structures in the form of a pulpous mass 
of raw meat and bones. This mass should 
mow be dried thoroughly by means of steam 
heat at a temperature of 250 for a pressure 
* of thirty pounds to the the inch; firstly, we 
4 wish to reduce the material to a condition 
. convenient for handling, and, secondly, we 
wish to disinfect it, as no infectious or con- 
ö tagious disease can retain its vitality at 
thie temperature. Once in this eon- 

dition it would command a good 

; price for the purpose of manure. 
, Another method is by boiling iu close 
vessels. The oil which would rise to the top 

— may be drawn off to be converted into soap or 
alubricant. The residue may by various sim- 

le processes be converted into fertilizing 

aterial.’’ 

His Unkl and most brilliant suggestion is the 
*‘distiliation method. The bodies are to be 
placed in gas retorts, and in about six hours 
will be converted into illuminating gas, water, 
amonia, tar and animal charcoal. Sy subse-

DETROIT IS HERE. 


THE BIG SLUGGERS ARRIVE TO WIND UP 
THE SPRING SERIES. 


The Little Pian of Watkins and Smith In 
Re World’s Championship—Hanlon Airs 
His Views—What Twitchell Has te Say— 
Jack Rowe on Cincinrati—Base Ball 
News and Netes—Sporting Matters. 


About fifteen tall, broad-shouldered, knob- 
kneed and stiff jointed men deposited their 
baggage at the Lindell Hotel this morning. A 
littie fussy man with a red, mustache walked 
up to the hotel register and inscribed thereon 
about fifteen names. This collection of knob- 


kneed and stiff jointed individuals was 
none other than the well-knewn De- 
troit Base Ball Club, who have 
come to St. Louis to finish the spring 


series of games with St. Louis for the world’s 
championship. The manager of the De- 
troits, Mr. Watkins, smiles when he is spoken 
to of the world’s championship, and claims 
that these games have nothing whatever to 
do with the title. He does not deny, how- 
ever, that he made an offer some time ago to 
Von der Ahe of St. Louis to play a series of 
five games this spring, and to bill them asa 
world’s championship series for the pur- 
pose, as he said, of ‘‘catching the crowd.’’ 
Neither does he deny that Mr. Von der Ahe 
readily accepted the offer and that a contract 
for the series was drawn up and signed. How- 
ever, there is nothing startling in the fact that 
Mr. Watkins does not want to acknolwedge 
that his club has lost the title which it won af- 
ter considerable hard work from the St. Louis 
Club last October, for the reason that he is 
acting under the direction of a De- 
troit gentleman named Smith, who replaced 


Mr. Stearns as President of the Detroit Club. 
After much consultation and a liberal use of 
the telegraph wires Wat and Smith concluded 
that the better plan would be to act in this 
wise: If Detroit should happen to win the 
series they would makethe claim that the 
games were really for the .

The Admission of Negroes to an Episcopal 
Diocesan Convention.

CHARLESTON, S. C., April 13.—The question 
of the admission of the negro to representa 

tion In the dioceasan convention of the Epis- 
copal Church is assuming important propor- 
tions. The Rev. J. M. Pollard, colored rector 
of St. Mark’s Church, known since 1887 as the 
„Bone of Contention,’’ published a card yes- 
terday in which he says that underno circum- 
stances will he apply for admission to the com- 
ing convention. The convention ts to meet in 
Anderson on May 10. A majority of the dele- 
gates elected are instructed not to recognize 
the convention unless the bishop and clergy 
ractically agree to rule the negro out. It is 
hought that a compromise may be effected by 
the establishment of a missionary diocese for 
the colored people on the Virginia plan.
